'T^HOUGH much has been faid on both fides concerning our 

J prefent difputes with our American Colonies^ yet the true ftate 
ofthe cafe does not appear to me to have been hit upon by cither 
party : they all argue upon general maxims of policy, and take no 
notice of the particular circimilances of fa<5is, which are the only , 
fure guides in fuch cafes. 

It is taken for granted that our American Colomjis are Rebels^ and 
Rebellion muft be fupprefled by all pofTible means. But though I pay 
a great deference to the Alimjierial Proclamation that has declared 
them to be Rebels^ yet I hope it will be no treafon to doubt whether 
that Minijierial Declaration be made upon fufficicnt grounds or no. 

Indeed, if the word Rebellion be taken in its moft extcnfive mean- 
ing, every forcible oppofition to any Government is a Rebellion againft 
that Government 5 but with us, the Principles of the Revolution do 
allow Rejijiance to be lawful in cafe of oppr^ilion. Therefore, before 
it can be determined whether the 4fMrtcans are Rehds or no, it muft 
|»e confidered frbether thev have been opprejfed or no. 

In order to iliierniuie tnis Poiiit^ it wiU be neceflary to look b»;k 
to the oneinal inftitutiori of (he Colonies, and t&e ifeveral alterations 
that haifel)een made from time to time in the Government of each, 
which will bring us to the prefent legal ftate of them. ' 

Here it will not be amifs to caft an e3re upon the Nature of our 
Original Claim to Sovereignty over thele Countries % it is founded 
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upon Prior Oceupantf as we were the firft difcoverers of them \ and 
it they had not lieen occupied by any of the human Species, that Plea 
mi^ht be good. But, alas ! their Inhabitants were very numerous^ 
{ti^ey cultivated their Lands in- their own way, to fuppljr them with 
the neceHaries of Life which was all they wanted ; their Cachiques 
' were their Kings, and many of thcfe had Sachems, or petty Princes 
under them, and thefewere Special Occupants of the Country, which, 
by the Rules even of our Law, annihilates all claim of Conrnrn Occu-^ 

pmicy. 

The Natives therefore had Certainly the fame right to thofe Lands, 
and their Kings to the Sovereignty of them that any Nation or King 
in Europe can have to the Lands or Sovereignty of each refpedive 
Country. And their not being Chriftians is very abfurd, and a very 
nugatory Pica, for the Kingdom of ChriJI is notof this World ; and pro- 
pagating Religion by Fire and Sword is downright MahometaniAm.'^ 
•Chrifl and his ApolHes ufcd other means. 

As to the Natives formally owning themfelves to be the Subje(fls 
of our Sovereigns, I think no great ftrefs can be laid upon it ; for 
. though fome of them have done it, after their being Ibundly beaten, 
that is, when compelled by mere dint of force ; yet it it certain they 
had no notion of the obligation of written Treaties, and their fre- 
quent violations ofthemfhcw plainly that, according to their Syftem, 
which niuft be their Guide, they did not think them binding. 

Thus much for the Native Indians ; we come now to confidcr of 
the Englijh Settlers in that Country. But firfl: I muft obferve, that if 
any of the Inhabitants of the other fide of the Globe (hould become 
fufficient Navigators to difcover England, I trull wc fhould look on 
.this Difcovery as a veiy weak pretence for their la\'ing Claim to our 
Country, as Prior OccupantSy though they knew of^ no fuch Courttry, 
nor we of an^ fuch people before;, and yet this the real Cafe of our 
Original Claim to North America; and upon' this Foundation only 
have our Kings and Queens granted Patents.to their Subjeds to efta* 
blifli Settlements in that Countiy, ■ ^uo lure videant ipji, 

J conie now to consider the Cfafe ot thoie Engliihmen who have 
fettled there. 

North America was firft difcovered in the Year 1497 by Cabot^ in 
an attempt which he made to difcover a Korth Weft Pafiage to China \ 
but no attempt, either to na^gate the Coaft, or eftabliih any Colonji 

there, was made for a Century after. 

Mr. Raleigh (afterwards Sir JValter) firft fchemed the Project oT 
■ difcovering Lands, and fettling Colonies in North America ^ and in 
• the year 1584 he obtained a Patent Uom ^een Elizabeth for that 
' purpofe. Upon this, he, with the affiftance oP fome other private Per- 
ibns, fitted out fliips, on hoard of which fome adventurers embarked. 
They were at firft kindly received by the Natives, and they Continued 
to be fo, as long as they attempted only to trade with' them but 
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as they {hewed any figns of an incVinztlon to-^dUifi) Settkmtntf 
cmong them^ the Natives grew jealous, and the four or five fir ft com- 
panies of Settlers were, either cut to piece? by the Natives, or were 
obliged to fave their lives by abandoning; their ufurpations. 

It was the year 1607 before they could compafs the making any 
Settlement at all, but about that time, under a patent granted to the 
London and Briftol Companies (Sir Jf'^alter Rah'hJ/s Patent being 
vacated by his Attainder) a Imall one was made about hftv miles 
from the entrance of the River Poivhatoc (now yavies R'rjcr) m Vir- 
ginia^ that Country being the Scene of our firft attempts this way i 
they gave this Settlement the name of yames Toivn. 

But here they were continually haralfed by the Natives, and often 
were put to great extremities by them, nor had thcv any peace or 
quiet till one Captain Rolfc^ about i6i2| married the Daughter of the 
great Indian Chief Powhatoc, 

From this time the Colony began to flourifh, and in a few years 
they by comnion confent, under the diretSlion of their Governor 
Sir George Tardfy^ brought their Government to a Form refembling 
that of an Englifh Parliament ; but, their Governor was appointed bj^ 
tbi Con^awfy not by the Crown, The firft Seffion of their AfTembly, 
or Parliament, was held in the year 1620, at Jams Town : and the 
Crown does not appear to have had any (hare in their Government. 

This was the Origin of our firft Settlements on the Continent of 
North America, 

By this (hort extra£l we fee' that the Native Americans had very juft 
notions of their property in the Lands' of their own Country, and 
that they difputed every inch of ground with their invaders ; and 
had not the ufe of Fire Arms given the Englifn j^reat advantages 
over them, they would probably have defeated all their attempts, for 
they wanted neither Courage nor Cunning. We fee likewife that 
this firft Colony fettled the Form of their Government among them* 
felvcs, without any intervention of an Englijh Parliament, 

The jiext Settlement that falls under our confideration is that of 
the Country called New Eugland^ being fo named by Kin^ Charles I, 
when Prince of Wales ; it comprehends the Colonies of MaJfa:hifeCs 
Bay^ NfW Plymouth y ConneSIIcut and Rhode- Jfnnd^ Nciv Hampjhirc 
likevvifc, and the Province of H'lnir.e are appenua^jes to Aia£hi:hu\W s 
Bay. The conllitution of thefe Colonies deferves a particular confi- 
deration, becaufe with thcfc our prefcnt Quarrel firll: began, and their 
Country is now the Scat uf a moft unnatural Civil War. 

Though it is more than probable that Cahct^ Sir JValtcr Raktgh^ 
and Sir Francis Drake knew of this Country, yet we have no fatis- 
fa£iory account of it till the year 1602, when Captain GrjnrJJy at the 
ihftigation of Sir Francis Drake^ performed a Vo) a[^e to thofe Parts ; 
after touching at many places, he at laft made a Settlement, that is, 
he built a fmail Yoa^ o\\ a place which he called Martha's Vineyard^ 
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and traded with the Natives, whom he found to be hofpitable and 
inoffenfivc, but he attempted nothing farthei*. 

This Trade proved fo advantageous, that the Merchants who em- 
ployed Gefnold^ being chiefly Plymouth men, obtained a Grant from 
Kingjamcs I. in the year 1606, authorizing them to fettle any where 
between 38 and 45 Degrees of North Latitude. The Country was then 
called North Virginia, and the Grantees were called the Council of 
Plymouth* 

They fent Ships thither, and began a Settlement at the mouth of 
Sagadahock River ; but on fome of the Natives being kidnapped and 
fold to the Spaniards, at Malaga, the reft were fo incenfed againft 
the Englifh Settlers, that they were not able to continue their Settle- 
ment, though other Adventurers, who only traded with them, without 
attempting to make a Settlement in their Country, did it to great 
advantage,, ^ 

Ail th^ former Schemes thus proving abortive, the complete Settle* 
jnent of New England owed its Rtfe to a Set of Difiehters, who being 
perf^cuted, as they complained, for their Religion, had iled from 
£ngland into Holland in the Reign of KXng Jama I. Sir Robert 
Jfawitm^, then Secretary of State, being their Friend, they by his 
•means, obtained Leave to enjoy Liberty of Confcience in any Settle- 
jneht di^ ihould make in tlortb Jnurica, 

This Point once gained^ feveral Diilenters; who were men of For** 
tune» fold their Eftates, and threw the produce into a common Bank^ 
to carry their undertaking. In the year 1616, they embarked at 
Pfymutby intending to make a Settlement under GefmUtsGx2int above- 
men luned. But by miftake they landed at Cape Cody which was not 
within his Grant. However, tncy gave out that they had treated 
with the Cacique, and other Principals of the Natives, from whom they 
purchsLfed a Right to fettle on their Land \ which, if true, was ih 
iacl: a much better title than any Grant from the King of England 
jcould give them. 

Having thus acquired a Right to fettle, they fent out Parties to 
yiew the Country, and look out fpr a convenient fpot on which they 
might make their Scttlemejit. But firft, they afTociated themfelves 
by a formril Inftrument, and agreed to fubmitto fuch Laws as fhould 
be made (by hcmrelves undoubtedly) from time to time, for the 
Gooil of the Colony j and they chofe one of their Company to pre- 
fideovcr them as GovL:rnor. Having found a convenient Spot, they 
began to build Store-houfes, and agreed to call their infant Settle- 
ment A^t'it; Pi^VAi^i///!', becauil , bcfidcs the King's Leave to emigrate, 
th'-y had a Patent from the Comicil of Plymouth above-mentioned, 

Thev foon eftablifhcd fc; fri^-adly a Uorrefpondcnce with the Na- 
tives, that their great ^:l ihcm, or King, MaJJaJfoit made a Prefent, 
to them and their Heirs and SucceJJors for ever, of the Spot on which 
New PlyMQUth was built, and all the adjacent Lands, which was only 
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S Confirmatfoii of the Right which they had before purchalof ; M 
9S that Leave ran In general Terms, the particular ftte of dieir Setde* 

nnent was now granted to them. 

In the year 162I, Mr. JFejl'm^ one of the original Plymouth Ad- 
venturers, fent a new fupply of men, and' broke off from the Colony^ 
J>roducing a Patent for making a Settlement on part of the Majfa^ 
chufct^s Bay^ on propagating the Church of England worfliip ; for 
the NiW Pfymuth men were all rigid DifTentcrs. But this Settlc- 
tnent was prevented by the oppofition of the Natives, who had formed 
a confpiracy to cut off all JViJlorCs Party. But the Plynmtb mcni 
coming accidentally to the knowledge of the Plot, difcovered it t6 
them, and favcd their lives, on which they left the Country. 

Iji 1623, the New Flymoi'.thcrs^ who all this while IkIJ their po(- 
feffion under an Agreement with the Council of Plymouth^ had ffou-» 
rifhed To much that, in Icven years they ofl-l-reJ to buy out the Paten- 
tees, who accepted the ofi'er. And now the Colonics created them*^ 
felves into a Repullic. 

' In the year 1627, the Puritans in England laid a fchcme for makinor 
a Settlement at MiiJJ'acbufet^ s Bny of their own Body : at the head of 
which Scheme was one Mr. John IVhiie, the Puritan Minifler of 
Dorehc/hTy who procured a Patent from the Comicil of Plymouth to fe- 
veral Gentlemen, for all that part of the Country that lies three miles 
North of the '^'wcr: Merr 'nnucl:^ which falls into the Sea near Salt/bury^ 
and three miles South of Charles River, which falls into the Sea ncac 
BoJioHy at the bottom of Maffachufet's Bay, But the number of Pa- 
tentees being inuch encreafcd, Mr. TVbite the next year got a new 
Patent, by which they were incorporated by the nadke of the Governor 
and Cmpany of MaffachufeCshay in New England^ tod they were im- 
powered to eU^ a Govemw^ Deputy Governor^ and MagiftraUs^ and 
t9 make ^lantaitim Laws^ provided they Were not repugnant to the 
Laws of England ^ and Liberty of Confcience was granted to afl 
thatfhould fettle there. This Patent was confirmed by a Grant 
from King CharUsl, to hold the faid Lands, as mentioned in the Pa*, 
tent of the Plymouth Company, of him, as part of his Mannour if 
EaftGreeniv'icb^ in common Soccage, paying to his Majefly one ^^f^& 
pptof all the Gold and Silver ore found there. This is the firft 
Grant of particular Lands in America that ever dur Kings attempted 
to make. Of the Nature of fuch Grants I have faid fomething be- 
fore, and I ihall fpeak of tbefti again in the fequel. Thefe people 
fettled at Salem, 

In the year 16 30, a large new Supply of Difienters arrived at Salem^ 
and divided thenifelves into two Bodies, one of which fettled it 
Charles Town, and the other at Dorcl 'i/lery thofe of Charles Touufi foon 
faw the ad\ antaecous fituation of the Spot on which Bofton iiandS, 
and built that City there. 

^ ^^Sis younger went over with a large Com- 
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pany to make a Settlement on the River ConneSftcut^ but the Govern- 
ment of t\\^ Majfachufets being offered to him, he accepted it; how-] 
ever, he did not hold it long, for at the next annual EleiSiion^ on 
count o{ his IndepeneL'fit Principles, he was let afide. 

The two Settlements of New Plymouth and Majjachufets, by frefh . 
Emigrations grew fo populous, that many who were already Icttlcd, 
to get more elbow room, removed to the Banks of the River C:nne^i^ 
cuty where great part of their Settlements being without the limits 
of thii Mojfachufct'' s Bay Cornpanyy under whofe Commifiion they acted, 
ibty agreed upon a Plan of Government among the mf elves ^ and chofe a 
Governor. 

In 1636, So many Planters arrived, that they could find no place 
for them to ttle on in Majfucbufet' s Bay ; fo they purchnfed from the 
Natives the Land that lies between Connecticut and New Torky called 
HudforCi Rlvefy where they founded the Town, Colony, Province, 
and Government of Niwoaoen $ which with Long IJland^ for that 
was comprehended in their purchafe, was foon filled with Towns* 

Soon after this, fome religious Difputes happening in New Eng- 
land, a Synod .was called, and the broachers of fome new opinions 
being puniihed, all that SeA whom they called Jntinomians retired^ 
and purchafed of the. Natives Rbode-Ifimd^ and, being overftocked 
with Inhabitants, part of them purchafed Lands near Uiz' River Pa'* 
tuxet^ where they built the Towns of Providence and Warmek^ which 
£oarilhed greatly. 

Some fmaller Settlements were made after this time, all compre- 
hended under the g;eneral Denomination of New England i and 
though they were all of them under feparate Governments, yet a 
kind of Foederal union fubfided among them, which in 1643 was 
confirmed by formal Articles of confederation between the Govern- 
ments of the MaJfacbufetiyNew Plymouth^ Conne^icuty Newhaven, and 
the Plantations in connection therewith ; fomething upon the Model 
of the United Provinces, without the lealt mention of Old England : 
and they were fo far from acknowledging nny authority of the Eyiglijh 
Parliament o\^x them, that the general Court of the Majfachufets fined 
and imprifoned certain Perfons, for offering to appeal to the Englifi 
Peirliiw/ent J 2igdini\: i\ Sentence which they had palled. 

About the year 1662, the Cotme^icut and Newhaven Settlers being 
within neilherof t!ie former Grants, applied to the Cc urt of England 
for a Charter to unite them into one Body corporate, which they 
obtained. 

When the Act called the Bartholomew A(ft took place, many of the 
rjeded uiliciiting Miniilers retired to Neiv EngLnid y and the AVw 
finglinuleys of that Age had always a[Fected to be independent on the 
Mother Country, in rcfpc»5t of the internal Policy of their Go- 
vcrnmcnr. 

When King Charles II. upon the breaking out of the Dutch War, 
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fent a Squadron to drive the Dutch from Ne-w york^ the two Cofri* 
manders of the Fleet and the Land Forces, with two other Com- 
miffioncrs, were ordered to go to New England to fettle all differ- 
ences in the Colonics. They delivered Letters from the King to the 
Gtn.'mior and Council of flrw Plymouth^ requiring them to aclcnovr- 
ledge themfelves to be as much his Subje<^^ as if they had (bid in 
their natural Country ; promifing at the fime time, /{? preferoeall tbthr 
Uhertiis and PrhnUges btib Ecclefiafttcal and CSviL This PropoM 
went much againft the grain with the New Pfymwthers^ but I do not 
find that they rejeded.it. . . 

In general the Niw Enghmi Charters^ where the^r had any, were 
held either from the C^umil of Plymmth^ or the Majfachufefs Bof 
Cmpof^', But in the year 1003, King CbarUt IL called them all 
into his hands ; and the next year brought^m warrants f^ritt againft 
the New Pfymmth Colony, upon which judgment was entered agatnfi 
ikm In Chancery this fo much frightened the reft that they all fur* 
rendered their Charters, and, fmce that time, their Governor and 
Council have been named by the King. 

This was a high ilrain of Prcrogafive, but the People there did not 
long acquieice in the new Regulation ; for when Mr« Dudley^ (a 
Friend to the Church of England) was made Governor, upon tne 
Death of Cbaries II. the New Englandmen^ by their own Authority, 
dcpofed him, and fent him Prifoner to Old England, to fhew their 
difapprobation of the King's Nomination. They likewife depofed 
Sir Edmund Andros^ the next Governor, and, by their own Authority, 
rcfumed their (Martcr Go'vcrnmeni ; which Proceeding of theirs was ap' 
fr-jvrd of by Kin^ ff'illimn and ^een Alary ^ whd confirmed the rejlored 
Charter Magi/h ates in their Power. 

But notwithftanding this, that King could never be prevailed on 
to eftablifh their Old Charter Government : inllcad of it he granted 
them a New Charter^ by which many of the Privileges which they 
enjuvcd under their old ones were taken away,' for " the Crown was 
" now to have the Nomination of the Governor, Lieutenant Go- 
" vernor. Secretary, and the Officers of the Admijalty (the choice 
" of all thefc was before in the People) and the Power ot the Mi- 
** litia was veiled in the Governors. All Judges, Juftices, and She- 
" rirts, were to be appointed by the Governor, with the advice of his 
** Majefty in Council, the- Governor alfo was to have a Negative 
^ upon all LaWis and Public Ads of the General Ailembly and 

Council* Laftlv, all Laws, when approved of the Governor, 

were to be tranmiitted to England, and to be void if difallowed 
** of In the fpaceof three years/* 

Here are many reftraints upon their original Privileges, but they 
fubmitted toftem, iecaufe the main Point, the Ri^bt of Legijlathn 
and TaxattM^ was ftlll' preierved to their own Parliament, or (Jeneral 
Jfikbfy, Indeed^ the Gwrnor^s Negative', and the King's uppnntmint 
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thf CeumHf and aS ih €hUf Offctrs^of StaU^ mren very confitleraUe 
checks upon the Aflembly ; but thefe, on the other hand, were coun* 
ierbaianced %y the G0vmi»r*s depending entirely upen the AJfemhly for Hs 
Jkbinte/tance* And they have always kept Aich faft hol^ of this 
.dependence of the Governor upon thcjm, that they have ^ten lefuie^ 
to fix any certain Salary upon him, and when they have done it, it 
has been merely PerJhnaU and pro bdc via only, and with, a Salvo that 
.the Payment of it mould not be obligatory upon future Aflemblies. 

Upon the whole, the Conititutioin of the Government of Kqpr 
England appears to be this. 

The General Ai&mbly is the fupreme Legiflative Bodv of the Co- 
lony,; in concurrence i(irith the Governor, it impqfes Taxes, makies 
Grants, ena£ls Laws, and redre^es Public Grievanqes of all Jdnds.*— 
It confifts of the Magiftrates, and a certain number of J(^refenta> 
•dves, which form two Chambers, fo nearly refemblin^; our Lords 
and Commons, that the confent of a Majority of ^each is neceflary,^ 
before any Bill can be prefented to the Governor for his aflent. 

This is confirmed by the following authentic Account, fent tot^ 
Houfe of Lords by the Commiffioncrs of Trade in the year 1733-4. 
" There are three Charter Governments, of which the chief is 
that cf Majfachufit* s Bay^ commonly called Nezv England : fhc 
Conftittition whereof is of a mixed Nature, the Power being di- 
^' vided between the King and the People, in which the latter have 
much the greateft Share ; for here the People do not only chafe 
the Allembly, but the Allembly chufes the Council alfo ; and 
Governor depends upon the Afiembly for his annual Support. 
• Connecticut and Rhcde-IJland are the other Charter Governments, 
or rather Corporations, where almoft the whole Power of the 
Crown is delegated to the People, who each make an annual 
Election of their AlTembly, Coiincil, and Governor; to the Ma- 
jority of which AfTcmblies, and Governors refpe^ftively, being col- 
** ledlive Bodies, the Power of making Laws is granted, and, as their 
.Charters are worded, they can, and do make Laws without the 
Governor's aflent, a^d dirc(5tly contrary to the opinions of their 
Governors, wl(o have no Np^^ve Voice referved tp them as 
*^ Governors in the faid Charter, and as the faid Governors are 
chofen annually, their office geperally expires before the King's 
Approbation caki be obtained, or any Security be taken for th«ir 
due oblervation of the Ls^ws of Tiaae and Navigation, and. they 
hold or no Correipondence fMi our Q$^« 

Thefe Colonies have .the Power of making Laws.foi: their better 
Government ftnd Support, provided they be 90t repugnant to the- 
Laws of Great Britain, nor detrimental to the Mother Country. 
And thefe Laws, when they have regularly pailed the Council a^d 
•* Aflemblv of any Province,<apd rfceived the Gover/ior's aflTcnt, b^- 
come valid jn that Proving} 7^ they reg^f^n joip^able by his 
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Majefty in Council, upon any juft complaint, and do not acquire 
•* a perpetual force unlefs they are confirmed by the King in 
Council. 

•* But there are feme exceptions to this lafl Rule, in the Proprie- 
** tary and Charter Governments ; thus, in the Majfachufet' s Bay, if 
*• their Laws are not repealed within three years after thcjr have been 
prefented^o his Majefty for his approbation, or difallowance, 
they are not repealablc by the Crown after that time : and the 
Provinces of Ctmm^iaa and Itlmdi^ipafid are not under any obli-, 
ntion, by their refpe^ive Conftitutions, to return authentic 
•* Copies of their Laws to the Crown, for approbation or difallow* 
ance, or to |ive any account of their F^roceedings. There is sdlb 
this fingulanty in the Governments of (kmuSHcui and Rhodt^Ifland^ ^ 
^ that their Laws are not repealable by the Crown } but the validity 
** of them depends upon their bein^» not contrary, but as near as 
*^ may be, agreeable to die Laws of England/' Thus far the Report . 
of the Comnuflioners of Trade. 

New Thri, being a Conqueft made W the Own from the Dutcby 
its conftitution diners in many points from that of the reft of the 
Colonies, and thcv look on themfcivcs to be fo much a feparate 
People from the relt, that they have generally refufed to a<Sl in con- 
jun^ion with the Coknifis of Majfachufefs Bay^ even againft the Sa- 
vages. In the jrear 1730, the City of Ntw York had a Koyal Charter 
from King George II. much in the Form of the Charters <rf Corpo- 
rations in England ; and this, I think, is the firft Inftance of the 
kind in Amertca. They have 400 regular Troops maintained for 
them at the King's charge. Their Governor is not only appointed, 
but commijjioned by the King ; whereas, in thofe called the Charter 
Governments^ the King only nominates the Governor, but gives him no 
CornmiJJiTn. 

Having before confidered the Nature of our claim to Dominion in • 
North Atnerica, with regard to the Natives, or Savages, as we call 
them ; it will be proper here to add a word or two on the fame Sub- 
ject concerning the 6Wi9«//?x that arc fettled there. 

We have feen above that the firft efFe6tuvil Settlement there was 
made by a Set Republican Dijfenters (called Puritans in thofe days) 
who had fled to other Countries from the Perfecution which they 
complained was raifed againil them in England, who agreed to re- 
tire to Jmertcay v/h^Tc, in the courfe of a few years, they were joined 
by great numbers of their perfecuted Brethren \ for a kind of Salvo, 
fach as it was, they did indeed procure Patents from England j but 
thefe Patents appear to me, fo far as the King was concerned in 
them,- to be no more than an -exemption from any Profecution of 
Outbwrv for defertinor the Realm* For our Kings, finding that 
thefe turbulent • Republica;! Spirits would never be quiet under a 
Mpnarchical Government were glad to get rid of thbm at any Rate, 
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and tbeiefore gav€ them leave to retire to another Countrv, where 
they would be at Liberty to follow their own Religious Opinloiia, 
and to enjoy their own Republican Principles, and it is very obvious 
to fuppofe that they all cried out with Ttucer^ 

Quo nos cunque feret melior Fortuna * Parente ' 
Ibimus, O Socii, Comitcsoue. 
When fo many thoufands of French Proteftants fled into England 
'from the Perfecu'tion of Louis XIV. if the French King had claimed 
. them all as his Subje^, and the Places where they were fettled as 
parts of his Dominions ; our Anfwer, I truft, would have been, that, 
when they fettled in England they became the SuhjeSis of the Crown of 
England. By the fame Rule, the Englifli DifTenters, who fled from 
the Pcrfccution which they complained of in England, became the 
Subjcif^s of thofe Jmerican Kings in whofe Country they fettled.— 
And when they had, either by Purchafe, or by the free Gift of thofc 
Kin'^-s, acquired Property in Lands there, and the Kings of the 
Country claimed no Sovereignty over them, they became their own 
Mafters, and formed themfelves into Civil Societies upon their own 

• Principles. . . t 

In this cafe the Argument of ProteSIton cannot, with anv Pro- 
priety, be ufed to enforce abfolute obedience^ becaufe the Colonies, 
as we have feen above, were fettled at the expence of private Adven- 
turers^ and have defended themfelves in general againft the Natives., 
without any afliftance from the Crown of England, And as to the 
Attacks which the Crown of England has made at different times upon 
the French Settlements in America^ when we have been at War with 
France., they were made on a Natifioal^ not on a Cohnial account j and 
yet the Colwi/is, efpecially thofc of New England^ have always given 
their aflillance with fuch a noble Spirit, as is fcarcc to be matched in 
Hiltory. l o pafs over the reft, in the year 1748, the New Englandersy 
by railing, arming, and tranfporttng, at their, own expence, four 
thoufand men, took 'Lomjkurgb^ which gaye Peace to Europe, for 
zttht?czceo{ Aix la Charlie, ike reftitution of this Place to the 
French proved an equivalent for all their Succefles on the Continent 
of Europe, in which the Ceknies had no concern. On this occaiion, 
indeed, fomc money was given to them, in the name of compenfation, 
but it was greatly fhort of their Expences ; betides this, they were 
deprived of the benefit they might have received, as an E^ajh Colony, 
by retaining that important Conqucft of their own making. And in 
the French War which was concluded in the year 1762, they exerted 
the. fame glorious Spirit againft the common Enemy, and greatly 

. contributed to that extenfion of Territory, which was ceded by the 
French to th2 prown, (not to the Colonifts) cf Gn\it Britain. And 
thefe are the Men whofe Throats we arc now cutting.

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*Tistrue, they have of^ acknowledge themfelves to lie the Sub«« 
je^ of the Crntm of E?igland^ but diele acknowledgements have al- 
ways been conditional, that tbesr Rights and 'Privileges Jhould he pre* 
firved to them* We have (een above that the chief of their Rights 
conitfled in their having a Power to make Laws for their better Uo* 
vcrnment and Support, that is a Power of Legjjhiion a)id Taxation ; 
for a Government cannot be fupportcd without faxes ^ nncl the main- 
tenance of thefe Rights was their Original CompaSl^ a Term of which 
fome people are very fond, it was the exprefs Covenant upon which 
they undertook to cultivate that Wildemefs. Their Laws, indeed, 
have not a perpetual Force till they have been confirmed by the 
Xh^ in Council I but they have an immediate Force in the Pro- 
vince that makes them, as foon as they have paiTed the Afl'embly and 
Council (which is their Parliament) with the Governor's afTent, and 
they continue in Force till they are repealed by the King in Council i 
ancf in fome of them, if the King does not repeal their laws within a 
limited time, he cannot do it afterwards j in others he cannot repeal 
them at all, if they are not contrary to the Laws of Enghuid, if they 
are, they arc void of courfe ; whereas the Laws made by the EngUjh 
Parliament have no Force at all, till the King has figned the bills.. 

From hence it is plain that thefe two Brar.chcs of the Bi il 'Jh Empire 
have Legijlative Powers^ diftindt and feparatc from each other *, and 
that thefe diftindl and feparate Legijlative Powers are united under 
one Head^ which Head is the King^ and the King only : for I never 
heard it fuppofed, or pretended that the En^lifo Pariiajucut had any 
thing to do with American Lcizvs^ except fuch as relate to certain 
reJiriSliotis upon their Trade^ and the general Laws of Trade and Na^ 
vigationy and all the EngUJh A6h pafled concerning the Colonies have, 
till of late, related to thofe Subiedls. But the internal Policy of thei^" 
Government, and their inland taxes^ are by their Original Conftitu* 
tion, and have been always, till of late, acknowledged to be in their 
' own hands, * 
' So, the Marks of their dependence on the Mother Country^ confift 
in their making no Laws that are repugnant to the Laws of Grea^ 
Britain ; their fubmitting the Laws which they do make to be re* 
pealed by the King, in fuch Manner and Form as is above fe% f^rth, 
and their fubmitting to fuch reftri£(ions as are laid upon their Trade 
by the Britijb ParUamiuiy and to the Britijb Laws c^ii^erning Trade 
' and Navigation in general. 

* Tliis Is no fiflitious, chlmcncr^l, refincfi Str in of Policy, b«it appears plninly 
fiuin ihc above Hiftorical Extracts, to be an Incoptctiaole Fa6\, it Is the very Cafe cf 
Ireland \ and there'is Something anilo^ous to it in the daily Practice in Engiand } for 
if the fiune Pteribn be I^otd of two diftinft Manours, he mtift hold iepttate Court 
at each of them, and if the Cudoms of the two M^nours ditfer, thcugn he be Loi'd 
of both, he cannot alter thofc Cuftoms, fo as to make one Miinoni- be guvi-rncil by 
the Cviftoms of the other ; for though his Tt-nants h^'l(^ their Lands ad DQluntaicm 
pomitti, yet it is always fecundum co;:fu' tudinem Maucrii, 
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Though AUeratioms have been m^de !n the ^e original 
Conftitution of their Government, particularly by the Charter o£. 
KinfWiUiam IIL they have acquiefced, though perhaps unwillingly, . 
in them ali fo long as the two grand Points of internal Legijlatim and 
Taxation were preu:rved to them. But when the Parliamentary part 
of the Britilh Legiflature came to encroach upon the Parliamentary 
part of the American Legiflature (for their General Ailembly and 
Council are their Parliament) by impofin^ internal Taxes upOn them, 
and making Laws concerning the internal Policy of tkeir Government^ 
without their Confent, the Americans looked on thcts Encroach-^ 
'nunts as Jo'Js of OppreJJion ; and if they are right in this, we have no 
reafon to call them Rebels^ becaufe, in this State of the Cafe, their 
Oppofition and Refiftance is founded on the fame Principles on which' 
the Refiftance and Opporitlon made to King James II. was founded ; 
and, I trufl, no man at this time of Day, will venture to call that 
Jlcfiftancc a Rebellion^ which paved the .Way to the Glcrious Revo^' . 
lution, to which our prcfent Government owes its Eftablifhment, ' 
And whatever any Man's private and fpeculativc Opinion of the 
Revolution mdy be, it muft be univerfally agreed on all Sides, that the 
J\4ini/lers of the prcfent Government, which is founded upon it, ought 
ftri(5tly to adhere to the Principles of it in their Prav^tice, becaufe any 
Attempt to carry on a Revolution Government upon Anti-r evolution 
Principles would be abfurd ; and becaufe, the Conclufion that would 
naturally follow from fetting up Jnti-Rroolufion Principles is — IVhat 
J dare not name : and the Americans plainly fhew that they look on 
the Mcafures lately taken againft them to be Anti-rrooluiionaly by 
their branding the Promoters of them with the name of Tories* 

While the Americans were left to enjoy the two Articles of their* 
Conjlitutional Rights abovementiohed, they were as Loyal -Subjects 
as any that our King, or any King in Europe has, or lever had $ let * 
us therefore turn our Eyes to fee what has made them otherwife at 
prefent. 

The Stamp A& was the firft Step ; which being the Impofitton of 
an inland Duty^ mvSk be allowed to be a violation m their Conftittettonal 
Privileges % and though this was repealed when the ill E^fe^bs of it 
began to appear, yet the Flame which it had lighted up was by no 
^ means quenched, efpecially when frefh Fuel was immediately added 
to it« by an additional Duty upon Tfa^ (which though it may be within 
the Law, yet i.t was looked on by them, in their Heat at that time, 
to be no more than another Mode of encreafmg their Taj^es to fuch' 
a Degree, as would equal the Burthen intended to be laid upon them 
by the Stamp Act) and by an ill-judged Invafion of their Judicial 
RightSy by eftabliihing among them new Courts of Judicature^ which 
they knew not before; and depriving their Criminals (accuied of 
Treafon) of the known Right of a Jiiry of their own Countrymen and 
ftext Neighbours^ by ordering ^em, and of Qourfe, all the Wiuieflcs 
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for and againft them, to be brought into Enghndy three thoufancj 
miles from their Home, to take their Trials. Do not thefc Meafures 
tend to the abolition of the Legtjlatlvi Pvwer tftbi f^emnT 
' Perhaps the Ammcans cannot be ^i^ly juftified in ever]^ Stept - 
they have taken, for in all Q^iarrels there (bon come to be Faults oo^ 
both fides ; but the Aggreifor, who ftrikes Che lirft Blow, muft be 
anfwerable for all the Confequences that happen afterwards* 

It has been urged by fome, Jn excufe for our Proceedings, that our 
Colonies have long been meditating an Attempt to feparate themfelves 
entirely from the Mother Country ; but as no Proof of this has been 
ofkredy it can amount to no more than a flrong Surmize ;,but to 
give it all the weight it will bear, we will fuppofe it to be true j and 
if it be true, it is a fufficient Reafon why our Miniders fbo^ld withj 
extreme Caution have avoided giving them their prcfcnt Pretence for 
making fuch an Effort, bv pointing a Dagger againft the very Pltak 
of their ConJHtutional Rights 5 a Thruft which it might be reafonably ^ 
iuppofed they would endeavour to parry ; but it is likewife reafonable 
to fuppofe, from their pnft Condud, that thev never would have at« 
tempted to carry fuch a Deiign as they are cnarged with into £xe« 
cution, if that Thruft had not been made. 

I will not prcfume to fuppofe that the K'nig^s having a Power to 
confirm, or di fallow the Laivs made ly the Arnerican Parliaments has 
too much the Air of Prerogative to be re]ifl"ieJ by the Miniftcrs, 
thou^^h there may be People in the Kingdom who wllh to fee every 
Jewel, that has the leaft Shade of that Jj/^atery plucked out of the 
Crown at all Events, and by any means whatever. 

As to the reft of the Colonics joining with the New Englanden on 
the prefent Occafion, we ftiall have no reafon to be furprized at it if 
we confidcr, that in general the Bulk of their Inhabitants tuq. Rcpub^ . 
licans^ and Dijfenters from the Church of England ; and though the 
Conftitutions of thofe of later Eihiblifliment difter in many Rcfpcccs 
from that of New England^ yet tlicy all have fome Rights ; and when 
they fee fuch large ftridts taken to anniiiihtc, as they think, the 
Rights of New England^ it is very natural f(;r them to fuppofe that it 
will, one Day or other, come to their turn to fuftcr the iaaic Fate :, 
|hus they a<5l: upon the old prudential Maxim of 
— Tuaresagiturcum proximus ardet. 
This appears to me to be the true State of the Cafe between us and 
6mx North American Colonies : let us now take a little View of what we 
are doing on the Occafion. 

We are exerting all our own Force, both Naval, and Military ; 
Ife are ranfacking all Europe for Auxiliary Troops to aiSfl; u«, to 
complete what ? Why, the very thine that all £urope, who look on, 
the Power and Grandeur of Che Britim Empire with an envious Eye, 
have long been wifhing to fee compleated.

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London reprefcntlng two Men who had been at Law with each 
other ; one of them was ftark naked, and was wringing his Hands, 
and making great Signs of Lamentation, with a Label coming out 
of his Mouth, on which was wrote, Pvc lofl my Caufe f Tve loft my 
Caufe ! The other was naked too, except a ragged Blanket that was 
wrapped about his Shoulders ; he was capering, and dancing, and 
ihewing all Siens of the greateft Exultation and triumphant joy, and 
upon his Label was wrote, Fve gained tny Caufe ! Vve gained my Caufe ! 
Thus, if our Miniftry fhould at laft fuccccd to the utmofl: of their 
Wifhes, if they fliould arrive to the Honour and Giory of conquer- 
ing ^wmV^? from our own Colonifts, by whofe AfTiftance we fo lately' 
conquered much the greateft Part of it from the French ^ what will 
the Balance of the Account be \ En et Ecce ! 

We fhall have fpent many Millions of Money : we (hall have def- 
troyed manv thoufands of the King's braved and mofl loyal Subjc(5ls 
on boUi Sides ^ we fliall have demoliflied .a great Number of Hne 
Towns, and iliined the Inhabitants of them : we fliall have dcpopu- 
lated» and laid wafte, a vaft TraA of as fine Country as any in the 
World ; we fliall have ruined the Trade of that Counjtrvy and conie- 
quentlyhave funk ib much of the Revenues of our own Crown asarofe 
nom it } we fliall reduce to beggary all tho(e of our own Merchants 
and Manufe<Sburers who depend upon it j we fliall have greatly en- 
crealed pur National Debt, and the Burthen of our Taxes, already 
too heavy for us to bear. When our Funds of Money and Men are 
thus cxhaufted, we fliall have rendered ourfelves liable to become an 
eafy Prey to any powerful Nation of Europe^ if any of them fliould 
think it worth while to fake our laft ragged Blanket from us, when it is 
in fuch a tattered Condition that it will fcarce hang together, whe^ 
it is fo rent and torn that it cannot be mended again. Thefeare

Baker, by a diicfaarge, 
down diredlly upon them, of near two 
hundred (hot, both from fwivels and 
fmall arms ; which was kept up u hile - 
they were in reach : the Captaint 
and men in the boat, not in tJ^e 
fmallell degree confufed, or even per- 
haps diiappolntcd by the attack, fired 
tliiee^riiics, moft of them three fevcraj 
times, as they fay, not without exe- 
cution : and wondierful to tell, not a 
man of them was killed ; one man 
only rccci\ ed a flue in tlie flefliy part 
of iiis flioulder, which was immedi- 
ately cutout, without the fmallell: in- 
convenience or danger. The fpcfta- 
tors all declare, as wc now do, that 
fuch a providential deliverance has not 
yet been known. 

''This unmanly attack, upon a 
few men in an open boat, produced 
a senbral fire from our field pieces 
and intrenchments ; and as imart a 
return from two four pounders and 
feveral fwivels from the fliipping, 
which lailcd from about twelve o'clock 
to tour ; i.nd although they often fired 
langridge, which continually whirled 
about our men, not a fmgle man was 
even touched ; but we have no doubt, 
a number of tlie eneni)^ met with a 
woWe fate, as they were feen fre- 
quently to fall. 

* About four o'clock we called a 
council, and determined to have the 
vefl'cls immediately hwrnt, and iflued 
orders to Col. M'lntoilh accordingly: 
whereupon tiie Invcrnefs, late Capt. 
M'GilUvlay, loaded with rice and 
deer-lkins, was let on fire, and cyt . 
loofe. Upon this, the foldters, in the 
moil laughable confulion, got afhore 
in the marib, while our rt£men and 
field-piccc5, with grapc-fliot, were in- 
ceflantly galling them. The fiiipplng 
were now alfo in coniufion ; fonie got 
up the river, under cover of the armed 
fchooner, while otii.rs caught tiie 
flame, and, as night approached| ex- 
kibited a fcene, as they paiTed and 

xepaflbd 
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repafTed with the tidr, which. In any 
bat the prcfent times, wouKl be truly 
horrible, but now a fubjeft only of 
gratulation and applauie. 

« Tlie ihips or Capt. IngHs and 
WardeUy neither got up the river, or 
on fire : they were orated on fhore, 
and now are prifbners of Captain 
Screven in the country, an«-i their 
veffels brought down clofe into a 
wharf. They Were permitted to write to 
Capt. Barclay in theevening,to inform 
him of their fituation, and to requell 
an exchange of j>rifoners« which the 
latterperemptonly refuied. 

' We have thus given yon a par- 
ticular detail of things, as they really 
happened, to prevent the belief of any 
erroneous intellio^encc ; and, from 
which you will be competent to judge 
of our fituation. 

* Col. M'lntoifti laid before the 
board, a refolution of your Congrefs 
to aid us, accompanied by a letter 
•from Mr. Lowndes ; and we are very 
glad you have determined to afibrd 
us further aififtanoe. We wiih it may 
arrive in time.

The contional agitation I hayebeea 
in has, in a great neafnre, retarded 
healing of my wound. Yefter- 
day 1 received a reinforcenrient of 
100 men from Montreal, and expefl 
feveral regiments from below in a 
ihort time. I have made every pof- 
fiUe preparataoe anlM>y the ene- 
my; and if I aai properly fopport- 
ady as I nrtake no doobt I lhail be, 
fron^ below, I have not the Jeaft 
doubt of Quebec's failing intoonr 
iiands.*' 

Montreal, Feb. 4. Quebec is in- 
dofed by a coniiderable body of our 
Inrces, under General Arnold ; they 
hope to avoid ftorming, and thereby 
^venc effafiott of Jblood* on both 
fides. The garrifon coafifts of the 
feaoien belooging to two frigates', 
and the merchantmen that winter at 
Quebec, cwo companies of wretched 
etuigrants, raifcd from the outlkirts 
of fuburbs, the dependents oi go- 
vernment; and a few citkeni, whoft 
expofed efletfttobliged their remain- 
ing to preferve. In the whole, we 
eftimate from tivalve to thirteen 
hundred men capable to bear arm s ; 
a body not fufficient to do the daily 
duiv of guards only.

Although I thought two 
or three hundred men, with the Tryon 
county Whigs, ibffident to complete 
nty boiinefe, yet I readily €oniented 
that ieven hundred ihonkl be called 
upon, at once to difcourage the Tories 
in other parts of tlie country, and to 
give confidence to the Whigs in all 
parts^ but fuch was the zeal and ala- 
crity of the people, that although the 
l*«athcr was cold in the extreme, it 
was impoffible to prevent their com- 
ing up, which they did ih Inch liniii- 
bers, that bv the time I reached Cagh- 
nawaga. I had very near, if not 
^uite, three thoufand men, indoding 
nine hundred of the Tryon county 
jniliti . 

On Tuefday the fixteenth, I marched 
to Schenedady, and on the evening of 
that day a deputation from the Mo- 
hawk Indians met us, and delivered 
me the following fpeech^ in a very 
haughty tone. 

< We intended to have gone down 
to Albany, in order to fpeak to you; 
but thank God that he has given u$ 
an opportunity to meet you here, as 
we have fome matters to communicate 
to you .* To which I gave the follow- 
ing anfwer. — * I am very glad to fee 
you here, and I fhall be^ gl d to hear 
what the brothers have to fay, as my 
cars are always open to them.* — 
Whereupon Abraham proceeded as 
f>ll6ws : ' Brothers, you lately fent 
to our place four men, who arrived to 
us laft Sunday morning. They told 
us they were leni up to us by you, 
to .nJoim us of thofe rr. 'iitary prepara- 
tions, wliich v.ere making down in 
this quarter. By them you let us 
know that you thought it not prudent 
to fend armed men amon^ft us, with- 
out previoufly notifying us. Like- 
wife, Brothers, your melTcngcrs^ in- 
formed us of the reafons of your 
coming in this manner. You in- 



formed us that you had heard that 
there were a number of men embo- 
died at Sir John's, about Johnftown ; 
yon told us likewife, that as foon as 
they had completed their body, they 
intended tod^oy the fettlements up 
and down the river* You in£)rmed 
us that you were coming up, to en« 
quire into the truth of the report^ 
and who it was that gave out coifi-. 
miflions, and what were their de/igns*

I forgot to obferve, that previous 
to my leaving this place, I had fcnt 
a mcfiaoe to the Mohawks, advifinc:

After I had finiflied in Tryoa 
county, I difpatched Mr. Deane^ 
the interpreter, with a ipeech and 
belt to the Six Nations. Cqngre^ 
will perceive that my fpeeches are veiy 
crude and inaccurate; but although 
at bell incompetent, yet, at this time, 
1 have another excufc from the hurry 
and confuuon which the command of 
fuch a multitude muft necefianSy 
create. Indeed I never had, during 
the whole time, leis than thirty people 
about me, nor was it polTible to retnre 
10 any place where the fame inconve- 
niency would not have attended.

I am not fure 
that if we wereunreftrained» we have 
not a majority of the iame fpirit at 
this day. It is certain we have but 
little catholicifm among the laity> and 
liie clcrg)' in general of e\'ery denomi- 
nation are bigots. My education has 
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been among tlie Congregatioaalilbi 
and I generally attend 3ie public wor- 
ihip with them. I remember fbme* 
where to have met with a llory of a 
very moderate Papift urge to profcfs 
himfelf a Proteftant, who though he 
had no icruplcs, yet faid he would 
never change his religion unlefs he 
was fore of being damned for not 
doing it. [One woold imagtiie fiozn 
die manner in which this nory is in- 
troduced, and the ftoryitielf, that Mi. 
Hutchinfon was but a moderate cr 
very indifferent Proteftant, and that 
he would have continued of any pro- 
fcflion, in which he had been bora 
and educated, let it have been ever 
ib nnicriptmnly unlefi he wu fore of 
being damned for not changing it.] 
As I have no fcruplesi I frequently 
attend at the King's chapel. Confi- 
during the commiiiion I fuilain,I thisk 
there is a deoency and propriety in i# 
d<Hng. 

We have fo often expeded mca- 
fures which would fettle the affairs of 
America and been difappdnted, tlut 
I ihall always be afrud to depend 
opon appearances. Every color./ 
feems dcrermined not to fubmit t# 
the duties. Pcnnfylvania and Nev 
York have, within thefe two years, 
imported I'cvcral thoufand chells o* 
tea from Holland, and I fuppofe noi 
ten chti!:, from England. There is 
an aversion in the lea officers to a^t 
as officers of the cuAoms. There 
woold be more likelihood of fuoceist ^ 
the commiilioners of the cufloms were 
aUlowed fmail armed veiTels to cniiKe 
in the feveral bays- The cxpence 
would not be great, and might be li- 
m led, and it would foon appear, 
whether the extraordinary fcizures 
would not equal it. But if this is 
done, fome liirthcr ptovifion is ne- 
ceflary by ptrbaONBt, and it ou^ht 
to be made as^ |H:nal to ^e oo armed 
vcifcls £tted out for thi$ purpoic as on 
the King's fliips. They fhouid have 
Iking's colours, and might have com- 

miiEons 
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jniTions in the King's name with the 
tels of the Governors of the colo- 
nics, except Connedtcut and Rhode- 
liAnd. Bar before America is iettled 
istteace, it woidd be neceflary to go 
tofhe bottom of all the difordcr which 
ha been fo long iie|^eded already.— 
T\e opinion that every colony has a 
le;iflritjre v/ithin itfelf, the a^ls and 
d»ings of which arc not to be con- 
toulod by parliament, and that no 
Ifl^iilativc power ought to be exer- 
c ied over the colonies, except by their 
ipfpedive kgiflatures, gains sroimd 
ivery dav, and it hu its influence 
ipon all the executive parts of go- 
7-emment. Grand juries will not pre- 
ent ; petty juries will not conviifl the 
lighcil offenders againil adls of par- 
iament. Our news-papers publickly 
innounce this independence every 
iveek : and what is much more, there 
U Icsrce an aflemUy which has not 
3one it at one time or other. The 
aflembly of this province has done as 
.iiiich the lad f^on by their public 
votes and refolves, and by an addrefs 
»vbich they have fcnt to Dr. Franklin, 
to be prelented to the King : fo there 
iS fufficient gronnds for parliament tj 
proceed if there is a difpofition. — 
what, it will be iaid» can be done ? 
A teft as general as the oaths required 
inftead of the oaths of allegiance and 
fupremacy would be moft efFeftual ; 
but this there is reafon to fear would 
throw America into a general confu- 
fion, and I doubt the expediency ; 
but can lefs be done th::n affixing pe- 
nalties and difquaiifications or incapa- 
cities upon all who by word or writing 
IhaU deny or call in queftion the fu- 
preme authority of parliament over 
all part5 of t e Britilh dominions. — 
Can it be made nccefTiry for all judges 
to be under oath, to obferve all ads 
of parliament in their judgments? — 
And may not the oaths ot all jurors, 
^rand and petit, be fo framed as to 
^dude acU of |>arUament as the rule 
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of law, as well as law in general 
terms? and for aiTcmbUes or bodies 
of men who fliall deny the authority 
of parliament, may not all their fub- 
fequent proceedings be declared to be. 
ipj9 fttSo null and void, and every 
member who lhall continue to A in 
fuch aifembly be fubjeft to penalties 
and incapacities ? I f iggefl thefe things 
for confideration. Every thing de- 
pends upon the fettlement oF this 
grand point. We owe much of our 
troubles to the countenance given by 
fbme in England to this doorine of 
independence. If the people were 
convinced that the nation with one 
V ice condemned the dodlrine, or that 
parliament at all events was deter- 
mined to maintain its fupremacy, we 
fliould foon be quiet. The dema- 
gogues who generally have no pro- 
perty would continue their endeavours 
toenflame the minds of the people 
for ibme time, but the inhabitants in 
general have real eftatcs which they 
would not run the hazard of forfeit- 
ing by any treafonable m afures. If 
nothing more can be done, there 
mufl be further provilions for carrying 
the acl of trade into execution, which 
I am informed adminiltration is very 
fcnfible of, and have meafures in con-* 
templation. Thus you have a few of 
my fudden thoughts, which I muit 
pray you not to communicate as com- 
ing from me, left! fiiould be fup- 
pofjd here to have contributed to any 
future proceedings refpeding Ame- 
rica.

lhall endeavour to join your army at 
Montreal. I ftiall as often as in my 
power advife you of my proceedings,' 
and beg the favour of heari/ig frpm. 
you by every opportunity.

The 
wind has been lb high thefe three 
nights, that I have not been able to 
cr^ the river. I have near forty 
canoes ready ; and. as the wind hai 
Sioderated, X defign crolfing this eve- 
ning ; the Hunter iloop and Lizard 
fi-igate lie oppofite to prevent us, but 
make no doubt I fhall be able to avoid 
(hem. I this moment received the 
agreeable intelligence (via Sorrel) 
that you are in poffeifion of St, John's, 
and have invtKned Montreal. I can 
give 00 intelligence, fave that the 
merchants (hips are bufy day and 
night in loading, and four have al- 
leady failed.

A letter from Fluladelphia, dated 
^ iidiof April, relates the engage- 
nent between the Glaigow and Com* 
modore Hopkin3,'a9 follows : * The 
Glafgow, a brig, and three armed 
veffels, fell in with Hopkins's fquadron 
on their pafTage from New Provi- 
dence to Philadelphia, when the Com- 
modore attacked the Glafgow, on 
which a general engagement ,enfucd, 
which lafted three i^es, in which 
the Glafgow received ib much da'«> 
aiage, that fhe was obliged to make 
the belb of her way to Norfolk in 
Virginia, leaving the brig and the 
other vefl'els in poifeffion of Commo- 
dore Hopkins.*

• On Saturday the 6th of April 
1776, at two. A, M. Block Ifland, 
then bearing N. W. about eight 
leagues, we difcovered a fleet on the

eight fail ; tacked and Hood towards 
them, and foon perceived them to 
be two or three large fliips, and other 
iqnare-rigged veflels; tnnied all hands 
to quarters, hauled np the main-(aiU 
and kept (landing on to the N« W* 
with a light breeae and fmooth water^ 
the fleet then coming down before it. 
At half pall two, a large brig came 
within hail, and feemcd to hefltate 
about giving any anfwer ; but ftill 
kept flanding towards us ; and, on 
bemg aflted what other fliips weie in 
company with iwr,. they aniwened*

frigaSe, And aln^ift immediately a 
hand granadoc was thrown out of her 
top.

At day* 
light perceived the rebel fleet to con- 
fiSt of two -ihips, two brigs, and a 
iloop, and a large (hip and a fnow 
which kept to windward as foon as 
the aflion began.

W. We had one man killed and 
three wounded by the mofquetry fiom 
the enemy.'

* I am very ibrry things are car- 
ried to filch extreme lengths on bodi 
fides of the Athmtic, as to threaten 
a lofs of communication. What will 
it profit both countries, to drive 
things to extremities \ We were once 
happy in each other*s profperity, we 
mourned and rejoiced together. When 
a fhip of war entered our harbour, 
thofe were happicll that could firft bring 
the officers home, and fiiev them rei« 
pcd. What an mfaappy change is 
this ! they now dare not come oa 
-fiiore, and we have no communica- 
tion with each other, but at the point 
of tlie fword. General Howe is a- 
bout to leave Bofton by permifiion, 
after a fiege of two years. Britifti 
arms (hine in fiill glory there ; and 
if becomes here, what honour can be 
had fi^m warnng upon fidlaw-fub» 
je^ ? It is more noUe and princely 
to publifh an a£l of grace, and pais by 
all miftakes. We are but men, and 
fo are you, with this difference, that 
you are too proud for mere men. I 
guefs your time is come to let fall 
lome of your dignity.

Great-Biitaiir were fpoken of with 
ittch warmth, eageme(s and feeming 
devotion, that I am turned out of the 
path I had prefcribcd for myfelf, to 
ict the matter in its true light. 

* My fignaturc is Salus Pcpuli^ and 
sAy profeued ^t,{\^vi is to throw oot 
ivch hints to your oonfideration as may 
tend to the advantage of the great 
North American commonity wiuioot 
regard to fed or party, or to this or 
that one's fentiments or intt reft, where 
the welfare of the whole world may 
be injured thereby. He therefore who 
would iacrifice the public to private 
intereft, and whofe views extend not 
to the general good of his country, 
will find tittle to p!eafe him in what X 
advance. I give thb cautionary ad* ' 
flionition however to every one, that 
as he regards his future welfare and 
happinels, and wiiii?^ to merit the 
divine favour, let him now conduct 
himielf. We are not brought into 
•or preient critical clrcamftances for 
nothing s and if we neglefl to make 
tlie belt of them we iViU fcarcely ob- 
tain the approbation of the Almighty, 
' Though much might be iatd not 
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very advantagcoc? to the Bntifh co<^ 
fiitntion, yet I will wave it for the 
prelent; She moft afliiredly has not 
yet fband out any effedoal method of 
fecnring'the rights of the people from 
the encroachments of the crown. But 
be her conftitution ever (b rood, it is* 
little to us. That conftitunan is ccr-' 
tainly not very extraordinary, which 
has not vigour fufizient to lupport 
idelf againft the flighted attack ; and 
this is the conftitution of the colonies. 
In all your endeavours to preferve 
your privileges^ did it ever enter into 
your heads to apply to the powers of 
your conftitution forproteftion ? No, 
and if it had, what would it have done 
for you ? Nothing. Mercantile com- 
binations have done more in a few 
months for the prefervation df the li- 
berties of Amftnca than all your con- 
ftttntiooal powers would have effef^ed 
in ten thoufand years. It is for this 
reafon that, the tories and an admini- 
ft ration which is doing all in its power, 
to enfluve you willi t ) fee every tliin* 
pafs through, wliat they atfed to call 
a conftituuonal channel. I fay, mer- 
cantile combinations have done more 
in a few months than all ourcoiiilictt* 
tional powers could have effe£ted Im 
ten tbouiand years, and yet every 
one who reAetts how reluctantly ttiac 
meafurc wns lately complied with, 
will have Kttle to the hazard of fuch 
future combin.iiions. On this preca- 
rious tenure have we held every pr - 
viiege which fliculd be dear to man 
for tliefe twelve years paft s and om 
this tenure we muft yet hold them, if 
ibme people can have their way. 

* The happineis we enjoyed in a 
ftate of depj idcncy on Gr^*at-Br:taia 
before the year 1763, is the cry with 
which they hop.- to lull us to r^-il c i 
the lap of an abr.n !oncd govcrn-.iienc, 
which knows no right bat the pL-a- 
j&re of a Prince, and his courtly fy- 
cophants. That we occaiionally en« 
joyed a ftate of much happineis bo;]^ 
baore and iin^e the year 17631 cannot

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.1}e denied. Vat Hmt perdbn of that hap- 
ttnefi which aroie from our depoa* 
dence on. Great-Biitain is not ^te 
£> evident as fome people may ima- 
gine. Let us examine this matter 
with candour and honefty : and here 
it mull ftrike us at firft view, that we 
enjoyed more happ inels when they let 
ns alone, than when they exerdfiKi anv 
degree of that authority over ns) whichr 
as long as we are dependent we muft 
acknowledge they poucfi. This, 1 ap- 
prehend, is not faying much for the 
happinei's of a ftate of dependency on 
Great-Britain. Whence fprung our 
happinefs then, will fome people cn- 
tjuiic ? I will unfold to you die iburcc 
of that happinefa you fo pant after, 
and which, if you purfae the path 
pointed out to you hy providence, 
lyill ihortly return and remain with 
you for a^, in all probab lity, until 
the curtam which divides time from 
eternity is withdrawn, and tht-. fcenery 
of this world brouglu to a pcrioJ. 
. * It fprung from the fertility of the 
ibiJ, and the fobriety, indultry and 
equality of the inhabitants alone: 
fources from-whenceJiappinefs always 
has, and ever will fpring to the peo- 
ple who are To favoured of heaven as 
to be pofRflV'd of them.. Take away 
any one of thefc fources and you tuke 
away a proportional part of tlic hap- 
pinefs you enjoyed : take them all 
away, and were your dependence on 
Great- Britain ten times what it is at 
pident, you would not be happy. Our 
depenchaice on Grcrit-Britam never 
did, nor never could add the ten 
thoufandih part of a grain to thit 
happinefs which flowed lo abundantly 
to us from the forcmentioned fources. 
It is not in the natnre of dependence 
to confer happinefs, but the reverfe. 
Every depenucncy pic-iu^ poies a kind 
of mz&ery, and there is but one only 
that can 'bellow happinef;?, viz. a de- 
pendence upon God. \V« enjoyed 
happineis in a flatc uf dependence, 
but not from that ftate. Ke who is 
ft defendant has a inarK^r^ and he who 
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has a •anfter it a ienrant, if 'not i| 
flave. 

The ftate of equati^ which, as yeit 
fubfiUs among us, and oog^t for ever 

to be prefcn'ed, is a principal^urce 
both of our happinefs and of ilie pre- 
fervation of our liberties. Any one 
who will read the minifterial pamphlet 
COdtttledy J later from the People of 
Great'Britam f the People rfJmenem, 
will there find how eagerly they wi£ 
to form diikinftbns amongft us, that 
they may create a few more tjnts of 
opprefTion. They wiih to fee us ai^ 
pire to nobility, and are ready to gra» 
tify us whenever we do. Th^^y can 
now depend only on the crown oJiicers 
and their dependants, with a few of 
the heads of fome ie^ in religion, 
who prefer ha&ing in the funihineof 
Eiitilh royalty and court iavour, to 
the fimple pradUce of the pure.rel^on 
of their forefathers. Only be recon- 
ciled for a few years longer, until 
they raifcd a number of our firil men 
to tlie different ranks of nobiiitv, and 
then preferveyour liberties if you can. 
' ' Some think ^hey fay every thing^ 
againftv a, ftate of ind^jendence bjr 
crying out, that in a ftate .of depend- 
ence we etijoyed the protedUon of 
Great'Britain ; aye, and when we en- 
joyed fomcthing elfc, which founds 
not fo agreeably wc enjoyed a large 
111 are in the wars, with ihcle favour- 
able circumftances, th^it every war be- 
tween Great-Britain and France it 
principally earned on in America, 
and that we afHH her through thefe 
wars only to give her an opportunity, 
of quarrelling with us afterwards. 

* But do not we pay dearly for this 
prctedion ? The reftriilion of our 
trade alone is worth ten times the. 
j>rote£lion, befides the fums we pay

The cuHoms of the port of 
Iiondon aioae are near two milHont 
flcrling per annum.

* Let OS fyr onoe fuppofe an indef 
fwndency, that we may obierve the 
confeqnence. We fliould then trade 
^ith every nation that would trade 
with US, /. e. with cv? ry nation xn Eu- 
'ropc at lead. Sup^ oie we were at- 
■ talked by ibme f(>reign power in this 
ftate of independmcy, for this is the 
bugb:ar ; what then ? the nation that 
would be fbol enough to do it would 
rai(ea hornet's oeft aboot its ears; 
for what nation would (land by and 
without a murmur Ice itfelf cut off 
fioin tiic fource of trade it enjoys with 
America, which would be the cafe 
v.'cre \vc once lubuueci. No, every 
nation which enjoyed a fliart- of our 
trade would be guarantee for the 
peaceable behaviour and good coadod 
of its neighbours ; and Great'Britatn 
herfelf twenty years hence become a 
firm friend and ally, if her friendflup 
could then be wortli the .acceptance, 
ibr the twentieth part of that trade 
fbe now affeds tu defpife. But it 
could never be the interefl of any 
Other nation to make war with us af- 
ter we had oblured Great-Britain to 
let us alone. Can i| ever be the in* 
<tereft of America to make war upon 
Europe I no more can it be the in- 
tereft of any power in Europe to make 
war upon America, .after (he has 
fv>ught herfcIf into a ftatvi of indepen'- 
ricDcy. To aik u hat ihouid we do for 
£eet& to protect our trade, is as ab* 
Ibrd, as to alk if timber grows in Ame- 
|ica. Puring this prefent 'War we 
need fleets, and it aay be owing to 
tfae.wcaknefs of human counfels that 
we entered fo late into any meafure 
for that purpofe. Had we hued out 
^ or o( our 1^ failing vciicb^ 
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and the moment the King's ihip* 

feized the firft of our velleS legally 
cleared out, fent them off to the WfiH. 
Indies with orders to feize every 
£ngli(h vefTcl that came in their way, 
we would not now ho infulted by 
fleets on our coalls, nor our towns be 
^aily in danger of being reduced tv 
alhes. They woukl have had Ibme* 
thing eUe to bufy themfelves with.-* 
But the war once over, fleets to pro? 
teft oiu- trade will be nearly unne- 
ccflary. Our trade wi'l protccl itfelf.

As foon as the Congrefs heard of 
the Prehibitory A<fl, and of the hiring 
of forei^^n troops, they fent orders to 
General Walliington to decide the 
bufinefs at Bolton, that the armjy 
there misht be ready to aA as exi- 
gencies Ihould require. That officer 
thereupon changed his operations fron^* 
a blockade to un attack. He began 
bombarding the town from a battery- 
of eighteen pounders upon Phipp*» 
farm, while he was preparing a more 
iiiiportant attack upon Dorchefter 
heights. The cannonade from Phipps's 
farm lafted feveral days; at length, 
he opened his bomb- batt^ on th*.

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AeTts Into Bodon, which fct the town harbour, 
toh fire in feveral places, and fo alarm- 
ed General Howe, that he not only 
faw the inevitable dcflru6iioii of the

The danger is notonlv certain, but 
immediate and imminent. It does 
not admit of a moment's delay, for 
oar unjvft and implacable enemy is at 
hand. The place where the attack 
is expeded, is of the laft importancei 
not only a city of great extent, the 
intercft of whofe numerous Inhabi- 
tants mull be exceedingly dear to us» 
but fituated in the middle of the Co- 
lonies, and where the fuccefs of the 
enemy would fcparatc the provinces, 
and difonite their efforts by land, 
which are of neoeihty liable to i&tcN 
ruption from the enemy's fleet 1^ fea. 
It is icarce worth while to add, that 
this province, by its vicinity, would 
then be cxpoled to the cruel deprada*^ 
tions of the enemy, who, happily hi- 
therto, have been able to do us little 
or no mir<^ilef but by theft and rapine. 
It would feem to carry an unjuit luf-

We cannot help putting you in 
mind how fignally Almighty God has 
profpered us hitherto, and crowned 
our virtuous efforts with fuccefs.

event as di%racefiil to them, as 
it was advantageous to the public 
caufe, and honourable to that brave 
and refoiute army by which it was 
accompliJhed. It will certainly be 
no fmall encouragement to thofe who 
ihall now proceed to the place of 
danger, diat they (hall join with ma- 
ny w the' fame ftldiers, who have 
gained immortal honour by their 
]^ conduct, as well as ferve under 
that wife and able leader, whofe 
prudence, firmnefs and attention to 
his great charge, have procured him 
the moft unlimited confidence both 
of thofe who direct the public coun- 
fels, and of thofe who are in arms 
under his command. 
. We mnft not forget the afiivity 
and fuccefs of the inhabitants of the 
ibnthem Colonies. Tiiey run to 
arms in thoufands the moment they 
heard of an attack, both in Virginia 
and North-Carolina. God was 
pleafed in both cafes to reward their 
alacrity, for they obtained a complete 
vidocy over their enemies with fo liu 
tie kite of Uood, as was not barely 
wonderful, but fcarccly credible. 
[At the battle of Moor-Creek Bridge, 
there were bu: few men killed, and 
at Norfolk Great Bridge we did not 
Jofe a finale lite. 

• Time does not permit us to enlarge 
on the pail events of this war, m 
which die Idndnefs of Providence is fi> 
dearly to be ieen. We therefere only 
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further obferve, tirat by ijte pfepai^* 
tioos in Britain £or this; caotpaign, 
»)d by all the a«telQgcne» mseivcd 
fiom Europe,, it is plain, that aot h0* 
nour and advantage only* bvl ahft 
lute neceility requires us to exert our 
utmoil efforts, for our all is at flake. 
Every one now is obliged to confeis 
what many faw long ago, that intire 
and unconditional Tubmillion is the 
point to which our enemies are de- 
termined to bring as, if in their 
power; h that lathing remains lor' 
us but either die abjeft flavery of tri« 
btttary fiates, or to maintain. <mt 
rights and liberties by force of arms; 
and hand down the fair inheritance to 
our poltei ity by a brave and deter- 
mined defence. 

We defu-e and expe£l that, in fuch 
a fitoadon of things, all particular 
difference of fmall aoawnt aiifiog 
from whatever canie, whether religi- 
ous denominations, rivalihip of dif« 
ferent claffes of men, icarci^ of £mB(^ 
articles of commerce, or any other, 
may be entirely laid afide. The pre- 
fcnt danger requires the moft perfe^ 
union. Let every enemy perceive, 
that die reprefentatives of the colo- 
nies, as fbon as th^ deleimuife upon 
any meafure, are able to bring oat the 
whole ffrcngth of this vtA cama^ty 
to carry it into ejEecadOQ. 

That you may be under no appre- 
henfion either of inequality in the 
burden, or that our own coafts will 
be left unguarded by the deftination 
of this brigade, we have thought it 
beft to inform yon, diat the Conti- 
nentai Congrefs^hawe amply proyi4td 
for the defence of this provinco, mi 
have made fuch airangemcat of'ifce

That the remonftrance on which 
this memorial is founded ftrikes di- 
redlly at the union of the colonies, by 
'praying tor the continuance of a go- 
vernment in this province which is 
fupported ia its execQtive parts en- 
^ely by a Governor and ofiicers, who- 
hold all their power under the autho* 
jity of the JCing of Britain. 

That the faid rcmonftrancc has been 
obtained by indefatigable induftry and 
unfiir rcprefentations, and is figned 
•chielly by men wlio iioid oHices under 
the crown, or by people conneded 
with them, or by tfioiewho have uni^ 
^rmly oppofed ev^ mSafore adopt- 
ed by the Congrefs (petitions to the 
.^iog only excepted) or by thofe who 
.Jhave publifhed teilimonies manifeflly 
injurious to many of thofe fteps that 
have been taken in this provmce in 
iuppoit of th'.- union of the colonies. 

'riiat the comniittce are determined 
|y S^n^f^f with the refulve of the 
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Con^^ircfs of the i;t>! inft.int, in the 
manner beforc-incnt oned, r.nd they 
declare that the prricnt alTtm'oIy of 
the province was not choicn, and is 
not invefted with powers to carry the 
iiiid reiblve into execotion, ^ 
That the unwillingnefs of thehouiii 
to appeal to the voice of the people, 
and the'' pains they have taken to pre* 
vail upon the Congrefs to interfere 
in our • domeHic pdicc,' betrays a fear 
that in refufmg to comply with the 
rcfolve of the Congrefs, they will 
be oppofed by their conftitucnts. 

I'hat a majority of the prefcnt af- 
fembly do not poilcfs the confiJ.encQ 
of the people. 7'hat it does not con- 
tain a full and equal reprefentation of 
the province ; that it is composed of 
men who hold offlots onder the crowii 
of Britain ; that they have deputed 
the power which was deputed folely to 
them, to perfons who had not the 
•fanflion of the voice of the people 
for lefriflative purpofes ; i*nd tliat we 
have reafon to believe that they have 
been dragged into a compliance with- 
moft of the reiblutions of the Con- 
grefs* from the fear of a Provincial 
Convention. ^ 

From a government fbrmed by meq 
marked with fuch inconAAencies« 
prejudices and arbitrary views, we 
have as much to fear as from the un- 
limited exertions of that pcjwcr which 
has declared itfelf poflcfTcd of a right 
to tax us without our confent, and to 
bind us in all cafes whatfoever. 

The committee have too mtxh 
confidence in the wiidom of yonr 
body» to believe (when informed of 
the true fituation of the province) that 
you meant to include the aflemUy 
thereof in your recommendations to 
aP/emblies to form new governments. 
The origin and prefeut tenure of 
your power can never fuffer you to 
forget that it was by making ^lames 
yield to thiligs, and forms to fubftan-

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tlal juHice, that you acquired the 
con£dence of America, and the ad- 
didittttM of the irarld. 
They beg that the Congrefi would 

pot be deceived by mifreprefenta- 
tims. They declare folemnly that 
they h ye no defign or wifh to alter 
thole parts of the charter or laws of 
the p!v)vince which fecure to every 
inan t ie enjoyment of his property, 
libei ty, und the facred rights of con- 
jlcience. , 1 hey wifli only to fee al-

\ and iUcli as render the conftot of the 
king and his governor necefTary to 
g:ve efficacy and execution to our 
1 iws, and thefe they conceive to be 
HO lefs neccfliiry to the liifcty and 
h.'ppincis of our colony in particular/ 
jthan ' to America in general.' 

"1 he fitoation of our province, it is 
true, requires vigour and harmony in 
the Uiiection of both civil and mili- 
t .r affairs, but thcfc can never be 
obtained when a people no longer 
cc.i.i'Ue in thfir rulers, i jie com 
riitt-p fear no calamities from a dJf- 
union throughout the province, but 

' thm 'publicly charge the feeblenels 
of ail our counlels to our union with 
men of narrow and intereftied views. 
The ftreiigth of a country, in the 
time of war. confifls in the number 
of ;ts ligiiting men. The conilitu- 
ents of this committee, who are

1 was on bufinefs up 
and diown the country on each fide 
the river ; the rahabitaiUs very ]ia(> 
pitable. Oar men diat were gone 
torward to Point Levi, made piifiner 
Mr. M'Kenzie, a nndflin»ini>f 
Hunter Hoop of war. This*aifht»2 
lodged at St. Mary's. 

10. 1 marched down to Point 
and joined the detachment. 

11, 12, 13. I was at Point Levi ; 
nothing extraordinary happened, ex- 
cept a delerter came ist to o» fiom 
Quebec, by 'whom we were in6lMf| 
Col* M*Clean had arrived from Sor- 
rel with his regiment. The Lizard 
frigate alfo arrived a few days before 
us. On the evening of this day at 9 
o'clock, we began to embark our men 
on board 35 canoes. At 4. P.M. wc 
got over and landed 500 men, en- 
tirely undifcovered, although two men 
of war were ftadoned to prevent •$« 
Wc landed at the fame plfeice Gen, 
Wolfe did, in a fmall coV€» wUdi is 
now called Wolfe's cove. 

Soon^ after our landing, a barge 
from the Lizard frigate came rowing 
up the river : wc hailed her, and or- 
dered her to com? on ihore ; tkey 
refufing, we fired upon them, tile^ 
pufhed off (bore and cried Out. After 
parading our mm on the heights of 
Abraham, and (ending out a recon- 
noitring party towards the city, and 
placing centinels, v/e marched a-crofs 
the phun and took poffcflion of a 
large houfe which u as formerly ownett 
by Gen. Murray, and other houfes 
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ad)ncent, which were fine accommo^ 
«Uuoas for our troops. 

IX. Tlui mociiing employed in 
placmg proper goards on the diffei^pnt 
mads to cut off the commtinication 
between the dty and countty. At 12 
o'clock the enemy furprlzcd one of 
our advanced Gentries, and made him 
prifoncr ; the guard foon perceived 
the enemy and purfued, bat were not 
able to overtake them j w e rallied the 
main body, and iiiax«hed upon the 
heights near the city, gave them 
three huzzas, and marched our men 
fairly in their view.

18. Wc have orders to parade at 
,3 o'clock to-morrow morning. 

1 9. Early in the morning decamped 
and marched up to Point an Trem* 
bles, aboiit 7 leagues from Qgebec* 
The country through which we jpof- 
fedj thick fettled ; every few raifes a 
handfomc little chapel. We have 
with us fcven prifoners, and two de-^ 
ferters. 

20. An exprefs came in this morn- 
ing from Gen. Montg(omery at Men* 
treal the contents ' are, diat the 
'King's troops had abandoned the 
.town, not the fhipping, and chat he 
was about to attaci: with row gallies 
and boars with artilleiy mounted in 
them, and that he fhould immediate- 
ly join our detachment with men and 
artillery. We have now an exprefs 
ready to return to Montreal, by vdilch 
I write to my family. The curate of 
the parilh at Point aux Trembk, dines 
this day at head-quarters.

which to the far greater part were en- 
tirely new, encouraged by the example 
of their gallant commander. Colonel 
WHliam Moultrie, and the reft of 
the officers, behaved with the cool 
intrepidity of veterans. Our cannon 
were well ferved, and did dreadful 
execution. About iz d'clock the 
Sphinx, Alteon, and Sypcn, got en- 
tangled with a fhoal' calted«ho middle 
ground. The two firft ran foul of 
each ether. The Sphinx got off with 
the lof* of her boltfprit ; but the Ac- 
teon Stuck faft. The Syren alfo got 
off*. Much about the fame time, the 
bomb veffel ccafed firing, after hav- 
ing -thrown upwards of 60 fhells. 
We have fince learned, that her beds 
fiot damaged* and that ihe will re- 
ouird much repairing before ihe is fit 
»r fervicc again* In the afternoon, 
the enemy's fire was encreafcd by 
that of the Syren and Friendfliip^ 
which came within 500 yards of the 
fort* Till near 7 o'clock the enemy's 
£rt was kept up without intermidion. 
It Slackened confidcrably after that. 
-At half paft nine, the firing on both 
^des ceaftrd, and at eleven the (hips 
flipped their cables. • 4 . . • 

•* About the time the (hips came up, 
anf armed Hoop and ichooner came 
nearer our advanced port, in order to 
cover the landing of their troops, and 
every other preparation for that pur- 
pofe wa» made ; the foldiers even got 
into their boats, and a number of 
Ihells were thrown into our intrench- 
ment, but did no other damage than 
wounding one foldier, Notwithftand- 
ing which they never once attempted 
to land. At the advanced poil were 
ftationed. Colonel 1 horn fen, with 
his Rangers, (omp companies of mi- 
litia, ^and a detachment of artillery* 
They had one 18 pounder, and two 
field-pieces ; from which they rc»- 
turned the enemy's fire. They were 
reinforced in the afternoon with Col. 
Muhlenburgh's Virginia battalion. 
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Next morning, all the men ofwar^ 
except the Afteon, were retired aboot 
two miles from the illand, whkh they 
quietly effected under cloud of the 
night. The garrifon fired feveral 
(hots at the A^on, which fhe re- 
turned, but foon after her crew fet her 
on fire, and abandoned her, leaving 
her colours flying, guns loaded, with 
all her ammunition, provifions, and 
ftoreson board. Thev had not been 
lon^ gone, before feveral boats from 
the ifiand went to her : Lieut Jacob 
Milligan, with fome others, went on 
board, and brought off her jack, bell, 
fome fails and ilores, while the fiames 
were burfting out on all fides. He 
fired three of her guns at the Com- 
modore. In lefs than half an hour 
after they quitted her, (he blew up. 

The Briilol, again ft which the fire 
was chiefly direfted, is very much 
damaged. Not lefs than 70 balls went 
through her. Her mizen maft wat 
fo much hurt they have replaced it by 
another. Her mainmad is cut awa^ 
about 15 feet below the hounds, and 
her broad penant is now hardly to be 
feen on a jury-maft. The Experi- 
ment's mizen gaflF was fhot away. 
The other velTels fullained little da«^ 
mage, only in their rigging. Sir 
Peter Parker had the hind part of his 
breeches (hot away which laid his 
pofteriors bare ; his knee-pan was 
hurt by a fplinter. 

The lofs of the garrifon was as 
follows : Artillery. Killed i matrofk. 
Wounded 2 matroflcs. Second regt. 
Killed I ferjeant, 9 rank and file^' 
Wounded lieutenants Gray and HalJ;' 
the fife major, 1 ferjeant, and 19^' 
rank and file. An oncer's Mulatto 
waiting boy was killed. 7'o/aL Killed 
12; i!i*ounded 23, — 5 fince dead* 
The ofltcers are recovered. ' 

The works are very little damaged^ 
but hardly a hut or tree upoiti, 
the ifland efcaped the fhot, many 
thoufands of which have be^ picked'- 
up on the ifland.

The Briilol of 50 gims, com- 
manded by Sir Peter Parker, ia 
greatly damaged in the hull, large 
knees and timbers Ihot through, and 
iinaihed. If the water had not been 
very fmooth, it would have been im- 
tpoilible to.have kept her from finking. 
All the carpenters in the fleet had 
been called to her alTiftance. Her 
jDizen-nall fhot away, main-mall 
badly wounded by three feveral Ihot, 
fore»-roafl by t\vo, and her rigging, 
fails, and yarils, much damaged. 
The captain of the Commodore loft 
hifl left arm, above the elbow. He 
was fent yeftcrday (June 30th) to 
England, in a brigantine. The com- 
modore had his breeches tore off, his 
backiide laid bitre, and his thigh and 
knee much wounded. He walks only 
when fupportcd i?y two men. There 
were 44^ men killed, and 30 wounded, 
among whom were many midflbipmen 
/and petty o&cers ; 20 of jhe wounded 
-dead fmce the adion. It was talked 
^in the fleer, 4hat the two large ihips 
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would go over the "bar again, *and ' 
proceed to Englilh harbour, in An*' 
tigua, to be repaired. — The Briftol, 
when lightened as mnch as pofliblo, 
drew 8 feet 7 inches water. — The 
Experiment of 50 guns, on two 
decks, all twelve pounders, a flighter 
veflel than the Briftol, exceedingly 
damaged in her hull, feveral ports 1 
beat in, one of her mizen-mafts hurt, 
but uncertain of particulars. Killed 
57, of whom the captain was one. 
Wounded 30 ; feveral fince dead. 
Draws, when lighteft, 17 feet watef. 
The general opinion, that neither of 
thefe large Ihips will go fafely over the | 
bar again. — Solebay, 28 guns, two 
men killed, and four wounded.— 
Aftive 28 guns, the lieutenant killed, 
and four men wounded. — Adlaeon 28, 
Sphynx 20, Syren 28, all got aground;

Capt. Milligan, one of our marine ' 
officers, and a party of men, boarded I

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* Lord V/DIam Campbell had been 
very an>:iou5 for the attack, and pro- 
poled taking all the forts with only 
the Syren and Solebay.

* that happened, he would proceed 
' againfl the fort/ The general at 
that time believed wc had no troops 
out of g;;rrifon, but he was fdon betttr 
informed, being fince repullbd, and 
drove back with lofs. He remained 
quiet, and left the commodore to 
enjoy, the glory of being defeated 
alone. 

The negro pilot Sampfon, who is 
exceedingly carelTed, was on board 
the Commodore, and put down with 
the doftorout.of harm's way. 

When the fleet failed from Ireland, 
the number of troops was about 4000 ; 
but 1 1 tranfports had been feparated 
from the reft, and have not been fmce 
henrd of.— Some of the deferters, 
who had feen all the land forces, faid 
the amount was from 1300 to 2000 
at moft. 

Between 9 and 10 o'clock, the 
Afleon, the Commodore, and other 
ftiips, began to fteal away. They 
made no piping, nor waited to heave 
up their anchors, but flipped their 
cables. The Commodore has only 
one anchor and cable left. 

About 2 o'clock on Friday, when 
the fort was waiting for a fupply of 
powder, fome of the men of war's 
men, mifiaking the unavoidable fi- 
!ence for fmrender, cried out, * The 
Vankics had done fighting.' Others 
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replied, 'By Gpd we are glad of iT* , 
for we never had fuch a drubbing iii • 
our lives. Wc had been told thd' ' 
Yankies would not fland two fires, 
but wc never faw better fellows. All I 
the common men in the fleet fpoke 
loudly in praife of the garrifon,-- ' 
* brave fine fellows !* " ' " ' 

The feaihen in general are dcfirous 
pf getting on fliore to join the Ame- 
ticans. One M'Neal, a deferter ' 
from Col. Gadfden's regiment, hadl 
informed the Commodore, that be- 
fore he left fort Johnfon he had 
fpiked up alt the cannon, and that 
the fort might be eafily taken. •

The proceedings wlilch I have 
enumerated, either immediately or in 
their evident confequences, deeply 
alFefted all the colonies; ruin l^ared 
them in the face. They united their 
councils, and laid their jufl: complaints 
before the throne, praying a redrefs 
t»f grievances. But, to their allonifh- 
men, their dutiful petition for peace 
•and fafcty, was anfwercd, only by an 
aftual commencement of war and mi- 
litary dellruft ion I 

In th(*'mcaji' time, thcBritifh troops 
that had been peaceably received by 
the devoted inhabitants pf Bolloii, as 
the troops of their fovcrcign bound to 
protei5l them, fortified .that tov.:n, to 
impriibn tlie inhabit:\nts, and to hold 
that 'capital againft the people to 
ivhom it belonged ; and the BritiHi 
rulers having determintjd to appeal 
from reafon and juilice, to violence 
and arms, a fclcfl body of thofc 
troops, being in the night fuddenly 
and privately marched from Boftoji ; 
at Lexington, on tiie i^th day of 
April 1775, they by furprize drew the 
^vvord of civil war, and plunged it 
into the brealls of the Americans ? 
Agalnll this Ixorrid injulUcc, the Al 
mighty g^ve inftant judgment : An 
handful of countrv militia baOlv 
armed, fuJdccily collected, and un- 
conne^ledly and irregularly brought 
up to repel the attack, dilcOiTiiited 
the regular bands ; they retreated, 
and night faved them from total 
ilaughlcr. 
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Thus forced to take up arms in our 
own defence, Am"eric4 yet again mdll 
dutifully petitioned the king that he 
would * be pleafed to direct fome 
mode, by which the uailed appli- 
cations of his faithful colonills to 
the thfohe, in prefence of their 
common coin^cijs, might b'elmproved 
into a hapj)y and permanent re- 
conciliation; and that in the mean 
time, meafures might be taken for 
preventing the fuither de(bu6lioa 
of the lives of his majcHy^s fub- 
jcfts:* — But, jt was in vain! — The 
petition, on the part of ,millio;i% 
• praying that the' effufiQi\ of blood 
might be Jlaye^// vyas.nop thought 
worthy of ah aiofwcr; the nefarious 
war continued. The ruins of Charles- 
tpwn, Falmouth and Norfolk, towns 
not con ftructed for offence or defence, 
mark the humane progrefs of the 
royal arms : fo the ruins of Carthage, 
Corin'Ji and Numantium proclaimed 
to the world, thatjullice \vas expelled 
the Roman fenate ! — On the other 
hand, the fortitude with which Ame- 
rica has endured thefe civil arid mili- 
tary outrage*; the union of her peo- 
ple, as aJfton'iflung as unprcccvlcnied, 
when we confider their various man- 
ners and religious tenets ; their dif- 
tance from each other ; their various 
and dallying local in tejcUs; their fdf 
denial ; and their miraculous fucccfai^^ 
thcprofecution of the war: I fay, thefe 
things all demonilrate that the lord 
of holls is on our fide ! So it is appi, 
rent, that the almighty conftruaoc 
of the univerfe, having formed this 
continent of materials to compofe a 
(late pre-eminent in the world, is now 
making ufe of the tyranny of the 
Biitilh rulers, as an inllrumcnt to 
falliion and arrange thofc mateilahfor 
the end for v/hich, in his wifdom, he 
had formed them. 

In this enlightened age, humanity 
mull be particularly ftiockcd at a re- 
cital of iuch violences ; and it is 

fcarce 
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fcarcc to be believed, that the Britifh 
tyranny could entertain an idea of 
proceeding againft America, by a 
train of more diflionourablc machi- 
nations. But nothing lefs ihan ab- 
solute proof has convinced us, that in 
the carrying on the confpiracy againft 
the rights of humanity, the tyranny 
is capable of attempting to perpe- 
trate whatever |s infamous. 

For the little purpofe of difarming 
the imprifoned inhabitant^ of Bofton, 
thci^yA/A^AGcneral^/v^c^ in the 
face of day, violated the public faith, 
"by himfelf plighicd ; and in concert 
^ith other governors, and with John 
Stuart, he made every attempt to in- 
ftigatc the favagc nations to war upon 
the fouthcm colonies, indifcrimi- 
natcly to maflacre man, woman, and 
child. The governors in general 
have demonftratcd, that truth is not 
in them ; they have inveigled negroes 
from, and have armed them againft 
their maftcrs ; they have armed bro- 
ther agfiinft brother, fon agninft fa- 
thtr ! Oh Almighty dircftor pf the 
univerlie ! What confidence can be 
put in a government ruling by fuch 
engines, and upon fuch principles of 
unnatural deftrudlion ! A government, 
that on tlie ?ift day of December 
laft, made a \aw,cx pojl faSIo^ to jufti- 
fy what had been done, not only 
without law, but in its nature unjuft ! 
a law to make prize of all veflels 
trading in, to, or from the United 
Cclonies ; a law to make flaves of 
the crews of fuch vefl'cls, and to com- 
pel them to bear arms againft their 
confcicnce, th(wr fathers, their bleed- 
ing country ! Tlie world, fo old as 
it is, heretofore had never heard of 
fo attrofious a procedure. It has no 
parallel in the regifters of tyranny.— 
But to proceed.

We cannot but deplore the unhap- 
j)y fituation of any few amongft all 
the people of this colony, who, 
through an ignorance of their true 
interelis and juil rights, and from 
a want of proper information of the 
real truth, may be mifled by the ar- 
tifice and cunning of their falfe and 
defigning enemies, from a real fenfe 
of thofe benefits which our prefent 
conltituiion has fo amply provided 
for : benefits which are not confined 
or limited to any ranks or degrees of 
men in particular, but generally, 
equally and indifcriminately extend- 
ing to all, from the richeil to the 
poorefl, and which time and a little 
patient experience muft foon evince. 

Every good citizen muft be happy 
in the confideraiion of the cJioice of

maintain and defend with liis life and 
fortune, what is given and entrufted 
to him by the harid of providence, 
not for his own good only, but for the 
lafting happinefs of pofterity ; a trufi:, 
which no law can ever annul, which 
is the grand principle ofexiftence, and 
the fource of every fecial virtue.

brought down 500, who have fince 
killed feveral men of the fleet who 
had landed to water. 

Wiliiamjhurgb, Aug. I O. From Fin- 
taftle we are informed, that on the 
21ft of July, a large party of Imiians 
attacked the Watanga fort, in which 
were 150 men. They fired upon a 
number of women, who went out at 
day-break to milk their cows, and 
drove them into the fort. They 
Jired upon the fort fomc hours, but 
retired with confiderable lofs, as was 
difcovered by the large quantity of 
blood on the ground. Six days after, 
they returned; but a detachment 
from Holftein fent to relieve the fort 
on the 29th, difpcrfcd them, killed 
five, took 20 guns, and one prifoner. 
AVe loft not a man. 

Philadelfhiay Aug, 20. By a letter 
received from Virginia we have an 
account, that Archibald Govan's vef- 
iel, with a number of Scotch pafFen- 
gers, were ftcpped, and the property 
lecured, confining chiefly of fpecie, 
faid to the amount of ^o,oool. The 
veflcl will be returned to Govan as 
American property ; Lut the money, 
being intended for the tjcotch, will 
cetainly be cor.d«mned. Several pur- 
fbns of rank in Urbana have been 
taken up for holding a traitcrous cor- 
refpondcnce with Lord Dunmore. 
Ralph Worml'i-y, Efq; jun. formerly 
one of the Governor's ccuncil, is 
among them ; and he was fent to 
Williamiburgh ; proper perlbns were 
appointed to take an inveiitoiy of his 
cftate and efFecls.

* On Monday, July 22:, the Roc- 
t»uck. Mercury, Otter, and an armedf 
fhip, came up to Potoroack^ and an-« 
chiorcd two miles below Dumfries, 
where the water is freih. Next day 
at 12 o'clock, they kntxyff two ten- 
ders, a gondola covered, and eight 
lar^e boats full of men, of the 14th 
regiment, marines, They landed 
at William Brcnt*s, Ef<^; where aboot 
60 of the Staffbrd miliua were pofled, 
without any cover ; the gondola draw- 
ing but fixteen inches water, run fa 
clofe to the fhore, and with a nine 
pounder and grape fliot, obliged the 
militia to retreat, when about 150 
m^n landed, and burnt the out-houAfs 
Stc. of Mr. Brent, and inteaded to 
have burnt his fine mill and othtfr 
houfes ; but the Roebuck obferving 
the Prince William militia on their 
march, hoifled a white flag, and their 
men immediately retreated, withoat 
doing any further damage. The 
fleet having taken in freih water, fell 
down the river the next day. Three 
white men and four negroes were 
found dead on (hore ; two of the 
whites were (ewed up in hammock^^ 
and (hot through the breaft; they had 
fine Holland ihirts on, and are fop^ 
pofed to have been ofHcers. A gold 
laced hat was found with a bullet hole 
through both fides of the crown. A s 
the riflemen had fome fair Ihot at 
them, it is not doubted but feveral 
are killed.
